The Hon. P. II. Smith, stnto senator

Smith was born in11R27 in the town o 
!Royalton, Vermont; ho cnmo to Wiscon- 
sin in 1S47, and settled at Shoboysan, 
whence lie removed to Plymouth in 184$; 
ho was tho first town clerk of Plpnionth; 
was postmaster from 1853 to 1S">7, and 
deputy United States miXsual in 1800; 
he was alderman and piusidant of the 
city council several times; in 18SO ho was 
appointed by Gov. Smith to investigata 
t Lo Stats insane asylum; he was elected 
stato senator iforlSSO and IS .1, and re- 
elected for 1SS2 and ISai.

ordar to present a plausible theory con- 
sistent with tho crude state ot the law 
upon which tho jury can acquit." What 
yonng Jsutt did was simply to e.tecuto jus- 


tioo bykis own hand. Dukes had disgraced 
and publicly slandered Null's sister, and 
had murdered his father in cold blood, 
He was tried at his homo in Uniontowu, 
Pennsylvania, for murder, and a verdict 
ot not guilty, shocked the moral BenscTof 
the country. It was clear that Dukes 
ought to have been put into his grave 
tor tho crime lie had committed, but a 
corrupt jury pronounced him innocent.

Of 
course it was, bnt that pica was more de- 
•fensiblo than any other, and therefore 
wan uau'l, and on this ho was acquitted. 
When racduru criminal law io so changed 
as to muot tbe demands of the NYutt and

fair chance of success in tins country 
there won't be any. necessity for falsa 
pleas of insanity, neither will there be 
executions by lynching, or ac>|Uittab as 
in the case of Dukes, Our criminal law 
is all wrong.
